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Couneil Turns Down Street Widening Plan 




BUSINESS MEN'S PROPOSAL FOR 
BUYING OFF-STREET PARKING 
WTSHELDVNDERADVISEMENT 

Lack of Materials 
Delays Work on 
Other Lot 

A proposal to -widen Narberth 
. Ave., was turned down, flat by the 
Borough Council Monday night 
after William S. Thompson, chair- 
man of the Council Highway Com- 
mittee submitted a plan drawn up 
by Damon and Foster, Borough 
engineers, 

Council did, however, ban parking 
on the -west side of Narberth /^ve., 
from 7 A. M. to 6 P. M., between 
Haverford and Windsor Aves., effec- 
tive as soon as appropriate sings 
are available. 

The plan turned down by Coun- 
cil was flrst submitted to Council 
by the Narberth Business Council 
In February, and called for taking 
two feet from the west sidewalk 
of the street. 

In April, the Business group re- 
rfturned with a new plan which cal- 
led for widening the street by six 
feet, taking three feet from each 
side. 

In making his recommendation, 
Thompson submitted a detailed 
plan of the work to be done, and 
the probable results. 

His report stated: 

"Aside from the cost of the pro- 
ject, estimated at $6,000, taking three 
feet from each sidewalk does not 
appear to be a practical measure 
from the standpoint of either auto- 
mobile or pedestrian' traffic. 

"Furthermore, the widening of 
this one block, by six feet, would 
not solve any of the traffic prob- 
lems in which the business Coun- 
cil and this Council is interested." 

According, to Thompson, the most 
widening the street would accomp- 
lish would be to provide one block 
in the' business district in '«/hlch 
more automobiles could stand.. 

He stated that the flow of traffic 
entering and leaving the block 
•would be further hampered by new 
bottle-necks created on both Haver- 
lord and Windsor Aves. 

Franklin L. Tinker, president of 
the Business Council, and Howard 
F. Cotter, past president, appeared 
at the meeting, and strongly favor- 
ed off-street parking lots to relieve 
congested traffic conditions. 

Tinker presented to Council a re- 
port on a survey being made by his 
group which included favoring off- 
street parking lots and willingness 
on the part of the merchants' to 
divide the costs of the lot among 
. themselves. 

"Our group is not in favor of 
parking meters," Tinker stated, 
"And we feel that there are empty 
lots in the shopping area which 
could be used to advantage." 

Cotter mentioned- one lot which 
had been offered for parking, but 
as this was in a residential zone, 
it could not be used without chang- 
ing the ordinance, an act that was 
not likely to occur, according to 
Walter A. Fox, president of Coun- 
cil. 

The possibility of using the lot 
formerly occupied by the old barn 
building on Haverford Ave., for 
merchants and employees cars was 
brought up by Cotter. 

"I understood that the lot was to 
be used for parking," Cotter said, 
'so far, there has been no effort 
ma^e to condition it for such use." 

George B. Suppl'ee, Supe^inten- 
dant of Public Works in Narberth, 
stated that the lot can not be con- 
ditioned until materials are avail- 
able. 

"When it is leveled, Supplee 
..stated, "there will be room for ap-

John W. Clark, 55-year-old Penn- 
sylvania Railroad engineer, was fa- 
tally burned Friday afternoon when 
two high-voltage cables short-cir- 
cuited in the cab of his electric 
locomotive. and enveloped him with 
flames. 

The accident happened as Clark's 
56-car westbound freight train sped 
through the Wynnewood station at 
50 miles an hour. Ho released his 
grip On the throttle and while two 
other trainmen beat at the flames 
the train automatically braked to 
a stop, finally halting near 'the 
Church Rd. bridge in Ardmore. 

Clark f/BiS rushed to Bryn Mawr 
Hospital, where he died early Sat- 
urday. The men who tried to save 
him were treated for. burns of the 
hands and feet. They were H. P. 
Saylar, 27, fireman on the train, and 
Leo Kolatalo, 27, brakeman, both of 
Harrisburg. 

Firemen from the Ardmore Fire 
Company put out the blaze before 
it spread to the freight cars. West- 
bound train traffic was delayed a 
half-hour until another locomotive 
was brought from Bryn Mawr,

Is Your Child Safe! 
From Diphtheria? 

This is the second of a series oT 
four articles prepared by the Lower 
Merion Board of Health for its an- 
nual diphtheria prevention cam- 
paign. 

Who needs protection - against 
diphtheria? Most babies at birth 
have received from their mothers 
substances which protect them 
against ttoe disease. These protec- 
tive aubstances last for about six 
months and then in most babies 
soon disappear. After the age of 
six to eight months, three out of 
evoKf four ohiidren are without pro- 
tection and can catch the disease. 
Diphtheria is therefore a disease 
particularly of children, young chil- 
dren. Slgbty percent of diphtheria 
deaths occur in those under flve 
years old. ,^ost at the deaths are 
in two-year-olds. Your babies are 
in danger. 'i>hey need not come in 
contact -wtth c'hildren having diph- 
theria in order to catch the disease. 
A healthy cbtld or an adult, pos- 
sibly even an animal pet, may car- 
ry in his throat the deadly germs 
whiih cah infect your child. 

Protect your babies. Every child 
that has passed the age of six 
months should be given the treat- 
ment which will make it safe from 
diphtheria. See your family doctor 
at once. The treatment is not ex- 
pensive. If you cannot afford to go 
to a doctor, take your child, if under 
school age,' to the nearest Health 
Center of the Community Health 
and Civic Association. These Cen- 
ters are located at:

estate, in the absence of express 
authorization by the testator so to 
do; and where a loss is sustained 
thereby whether the trustees will 
be surcharged theretor." 

Judge van Roden went on to state 
that; . 

"We have not been able to find 
any decision of any court in this 
Commonwealth directly holding 
that co-trustees having broad pow- 
ers of Investment may or may not, 
under any circumstances, reinvest 
in the stock of the corporate trus- 
tee. Therefore, the importance of 
the problem" presented Is manifest, 
and we cannot avoid, nor should 
We aAempt to evade, the direct and 
clearly defined issue before us In 
this case. We need not now .consider 
the question of skill, care or pru- 
dence in making the investment. Is 
such a transaction itself improper 
to the extent that it should be con- 
sidered as prohibited by law? 

"In the case at bar, it is true that 
the will permits the trustees to In- 
vest in so-called 'non-legal' securi- 
ties. But the power to Invest In 
'non-legals' does not confer upon 
the trustees the right to invest In 
'illegals.' " 

In the opinion, the, court sur- 
charged the trustees to the extent 
of the loss which was sustained in 
the sum of $6,698.20, holding that 
"it is the opinion of this court that 
the purchase of the shares of stock 
of the corporate trustee, as an in- 
vestment of tiie trust estate, in the 
absence of 'express authority from 
the testatrix so to do, coupled with 
the fact that the decedent did not 
own any stock of the corporate 
trustee, was highly improper and 
in violation of the law." 

Included among the reasons given 
by the court for this decision, Judge 
van Roden stated: 

"In addition to the interest of the 
corporate trustee in the mainte- 
nance of the market value of its 
shares, there is also grave danger 
that a corporate fiduciary might 
utilize the device of stock owner- 
ship in its fiduciary capacity to 
effect or attempt to achieve a per- 
petuation of the same management 
of the corporation, primarily for 
the benefit of certain olflcers rather 
than for the benefit of the trust es- 
tates involved. There is also the 
danger that corporate trust officers 
who may themselves be sharehold- 
ers might be tempted to attempt to 
influence the market value of the 
corporate shares by manipulating 
sales to or from trust estates under 
their control."
